Zhe Orphic Doctrines, 
OSCEOLA, Mo., December 6, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your yesterday's issue appeared an in- 
quiry from A Reader,’’ concerning the 
Orphic doctrines. To this inquiry a humor- 
ous answer was given, but I presume that you 
will not object to printing a brief account of 
the doctrines of Orpheus, one ot the greatest 
philoeophers of ancient Greece. The infor- 
mation ought to be gladly received by your- 
self and all of your readers. Orpheus flour- 


ished about 1250 B. C. Hewas, as Taomis 
Taylor, the Platonist, truly says, ‘‘the founder 
of theology among the Greeks; the institutor 
of their life and morals; the first of prophets, 
and the prince of poets; himSeMthe offspring 
ofa Muse who taught the Greeks\their sacred 
rites and mysteries, and from whose wisdom, 
as from a perennial and abundant fountain, the 
divine muse of Homeros and the sublime the- 
ology of Pythagoras and Platon flowed.’’ 

Orpheus taught that the First Principal is 
superessential, and even superior to being 
itself; that it is omnipresent aud omniscient, 
that the human soul is an eternal entity, and 
that it pre-existed in the intelligible spheres, 
whence it descended intoits corporeal prison, 
viz.: the body. He inculcated the purest mor- 
ality, prohibited the use ofjanimal food, and in 
short, advocated the living of an ascetic, in- 
tellectual lite. 

His doctrines were put into practice by a 
mvstical sect, called atter him Orphikil. 

We would refer any one desiring further in- 
formation on this subjecttothe works of the 
divine Platon, Prok!os,and Thomas Taylor,the 
Platonist. The Mystical Hymns of Orpheus 
were edited by Hermann (Leip. 1805), and 
tianslated by Taylor (Chiswick, 1lo2¢).

Cotton Marketing Early— Hot Wheat in Chi- 
-oago—Odds and Ends. 


Mr. F. S. Gibbs returned to-day from New 
York. He says the feeling in wheat in that 
market is strong. They have a moderate ex- 

rt demand, and the stock is gradually melt- 
ng away, asthe receipts are very light. He 
—— Off at Indianapolis on his way back, 
and was told that that State had no wheat to 
ship East. 

George Wild sports the handsomest and most 
appropriate (for his business) fob eharm on the 
fioor. It is of solid gold and the finest work- 
manship, and represents a bear and bull 
mt at one xanotboer around a minature 
sheaf of wheat. The eves of the animals are 
of rubies and the bull's horns of platinum. 
An; buse is inscribed: ‘* Yours ’till death. 


A letter from Orriek, Mo., on the Wabash 
road, has the tollowing suggestive passaze in 
it: ‘*‘] will getin very little stuff this winter. 
Don't know whether I will shiv any corn or 
not. Will probably ship foür or five cars 
wheat. Farmers will not sell corn at market 
price yet. Maybe they will after the feeders 
get through paying doc per bushel, but not 
sooner.’’ 

The stock of wheat is running down steadily 
in tbis market. To-day it was down to 867,000 
bushels, a decrease of 20,000 from the preced- 
ing day. Receipts are extremely small, only 14 
cars, equal 7,000 bushels, being inspected to 
day, and ot this only 2 cars were No. 2 red. 
The withdrawols from elevators were 37,300 
busbels, of which 11,500 were taken for miiling 
and 25,800 for shipment. 


Cotton is — into market rapidiv and 
early this season, but it appears as if this forc- 
ing movement would leave the South without 
much if any stock on its hands before long. 
Letters from well posted partiesin Texas state 
that four-fifths of the crop is already marketed 
in that State, and to-day a telegram trom New- 
port, Ark., read: Crop hardly a third in this 
section. Fully three-fourths marketed. Crop 
this } ear can’t exceed four and a half. 


Both Baldwin and Gibbs were on the floor to- 
day, andtheir presence, as usual, seemed to 
infect the markets with wid excitement. It 
seems as though when these two meet they 
xenerate enough electricity to charge the air, 
us though from a battery; hence, the ‘‘shock- 
ing’’ effect upon the speculative markets.

A BIG HAUL. 
— — 
London . Get Away With 8300, 
000 Worth of Diamonds. 
From the London Times. 

Up to the present time the perpetrators of 
the great jewel robbery in Hatton Garden, 
London, have not been discovered. What- 
ever the result of the investigations may be, 
it must be rémembered that the thieves have a 
coe start of their pursners, and that they 
will bave no very great difficulty in disposing 
of their booty, xcept in the case of very 
large specimens, which may chance, if exact 
memoranda have been taken, to be recognized 
by their weight, will be practically imwpos- 
sible to identify the uncut stones, hundreds 
of which arrivein London every week; and, 
moreover, these uncut stones will, no douot, 
be cut anu polished and sent into the mar- 
ket as soon as possible. It is not at all 
ublihelvy that some of them may be sold 
te tbe very merchants from whom they were 
original y stolen. Every Cape mail brings to 
London large quantities of uncut diamunds 
—for itis from South Africa that the suoply 
chiefly comes, and not from Brazil—nearly 
all of wbich find their way to Hatton Garden, 
which has for some years taken the place of 
Kinsburyssquare as the headquarcers of the 
Knuglisbh diamond trade. Many of the mer- 
chauts in Hatton Garden have also houses in 
Amsterdam and other continental cities, but 
especially in Amsterdam, whither most of 
the rough diamonds are sent to be cut and 
polisbed. There are, therefore, very frequent 
consignments of diamonds from Londonfto 
Holmnd, and no Post-oflive probably trans- 
mits a greaternumber of valuable parcels 
than that in Hatton Garden. The parce's are, 
of course, registered, but, as that does not 
render the Post-office liable fer loss or dam- 
„ge, a system of diamond inturance has been 
catled into existence, and is undertaken by 
various companies at the iow rate of Is 31 per 
£100, Ia the case of parcels of very excep- 
tional value a special insurance is sometimes 
effected, but as that operation takes some 
little time, and time is important, the more 
usual plan is for the merchant totake outa 
floating policy, and pay in advance a premium 
ou au insurance of, say, £60,000 or £70,000, 
which amount is gradually written off the 
books of the company as each parce) is dis- 
patcbed, until the total is reachel, whena 
yew policy becomes necessary. If the dia- 
monde stolen on Wednesday evening are not 
recovered the companies will be heavy losers, 
but the value of the lost stones does not scem 
to be sccurately known. However, consi ler- 
ing the average value of the stones brought 
by each Cape mail, and the value of those 
beid «aver from the arrival of the previous 
mail,the whole amount can be set down at 
much less than £60,000 or £80,000. 

The stolen parcels were consigned by about 
thirty different firms, and Messrs. Lewis & 
Lewis, acting on behalf of the insurance 
companies, have cffered a reward of £1,000 
for ibe apprehension of the thieves. It may, 
however, be reasonably feared that, once out 
of tbe country, the criminals will be safe. 
The legitimate trade in diamonds is so gre.t 
that there must be plenty of unscrupulous 
persors who are willing to take the risk of 
dcaling in them and disposing of them un- 
fawfully. When the Kimberley diamond 
robberies were effected eighteen months ago 
and stones to the value of C70, 000 were stolen 
ibe culprits were never discovered. Suspi- 
cicn never ripened into proof, and the sto en 
clamonds Were as marketable as though they 
bed been honestly come by. This being the 
case, it may well be a matter of surprise that 
such robberies are not more frequent, as in- 
de M they might be, if only English thieves 
bad the ingenuity and patience of Nihilist 
conspirators. But in the’ present instance, 
thoughthe rebbery was neatly planned, no 
ybsolute genius seems to have been neces- 
sary. Aninspcction vf the Hatton Garden 
l’ostcflice shows that ordinary quick- 
ness and ordinary daring alone were waat- 
ed. Notbing can be clearer than the 
thic ves’ modus operan«i. One must assume, 
of course, thatthe intention was to abstract 
a palticular bag at a particular time. As 
soon as the gas-lights were extinguished 
the rest was easy. Close to the public en- 
trance to the office is a small and not too 
substantial door, ou which the postmen on 
entering pass behind the counter to remove 
the letter-bags; and immediately within this 
door, and visible from all the public part of 
the oilice, are the bays themselves, or rather 
the hooks on which the bags, after being 
made up, are bung fora sbort time before 
being removed from the office. It will be an 
important question whether this door was 
left locked or unlocked just before the rob- 
bery. The counter is surmounted bya net- 
inches 
high, over which it would be impossible to 
vault; it was bythe door therefore, and not 
by a jump across the counter, thatithe thieves 
obtained access tothe bags. All that was 
uecessary was tha! the gas should be extin- 
guisbed at a given moment, while the 
biet, without any of the sub- 
Lletics or refinements of his profession, 
passed through the door in the dirk. 
seized the bags and passed out again before 
the ustonished female clerks were aware of 
the rature of the attempt. It i; impossible 
not to perceive that the construction of 
tbe office itself favored the commission of the 


‘crime, but it is profitless to specutate on the 


means by which the gasliguts were extin- 
guished. It is enough to remark that the 
main or meter is in the basement of the 
bouse, and duringthe press of businese at 5 
v’clock a stranger might easily pass unob- 
se1\<d through the door that leads from the 
public office to the basement. How the 
thieves contrived to convey the two letter- 
bags tbrough the public streets without ex- 
citing suspicion in another matter which can- 
not as yet be explained. Mr. Howard Vin- 
cent, together with Inspector Peel, who has 
charge of the case, and a number of detec- 
tives have been actively pursuing their inqui- 
rics in all directions. It appears that more 
tban foyty registered parcels are missing, 
and that, though most of the diamonds are 
in the rough, some few have been cut. Oae 
of these latter weighs as much as twelve 
— and two others are worth £400 or £509 
each.

} «hildren to be met with onthe crowded thor- 
oughfare,and thronging the stores, give ample 
notice that the merry holidays are at hand, 
when all the care and turmoil of the past year 
are to laid aside, to welcome with a carnival 
of joy a merry Christmas“ anda ‘‘happy new 
year.’’ 

There is one man in this city, how- 
ever, whose countenance, unless it belies him, 
denotes anything but joy at the approach of 
„holiday week.’’ That man is Sheriff Mason, 
and between him and his contemplatea pleas- 
ures arise the gallows and the sad pale faces 
ofthe doomed murderers whose executioner 
he will be before the new year is ushered in 
and welcomed by so.many, the dawn of which 
will not be witnessed by Erk, Kotovsky, Baber 
and Ellis if the mandate of the Court of Ap- 
pealsis notinterfered with by the Supreme 
Court. 

Baber’s and Ellis’ executions are set tor the 
28d, ortwo days preceding Christmas, and 
Erp’s and Kotovsky’s are set for one week la- 
ter, or two days preceding New Year. Ia the 
Ward case the day of execution has not been 
set, but should the Supreme Court sustain the 
decision of the Court of Appeals, denying him 
a new trial, his execution will be set tor the 
month of January. fs 

AS Post Disraten reporter who visited the 
jail to-day could not fail but notice that the 
usual eyguanimity and characteristic noncha- 
lance ot the inmates of murderers’ {row had 
departed, leaving behind evident traces of 
deep suffering. Particularly was this fact no- 
ticeable in the demeanor of the convicted mur- 
derers as they nervously paced up and down 


the jail floor, taking their usual morn- 
ing exercise. The very atmos- 
phere sunounding them seemed to be 
impregrated with and give warning of 


their tortheoming doom, long delayed retri- 
bution and the gallows. The anxious and ex- 
pectant look, tinged with a shade of melan- 
choly, that overspread their countenances, 
told more plainly than words can describe o1 
the bitterinward struggle, the self-exertion 
exercised so poorly to suppress all outward 
tokens ofthe torturing mental conflict that 
waged so relentlessly within, nolding them in 
thraldom, the living exemplification of Mil- 
ton’s words: 


‘*‘Now stricken conscience wakens deep despair 
That slumbered—wakens the dread memory 

Of what has beep, what must be still and 

worse. 
WM. UH. ERB 

is the same stolid indifferent man that he has 
been since he entered the Criminal Court room 
and offered to plead guiity to the murder of his 
wife. He is resigned to his fate and is satisfied 
thatall bas been done for him that can be done, 
and awaits patiently for the 30th of the month, 
when he will plead before a higher tribunal. 
Although allowed the privilege of the jail yard, 
he seeks the privacy of his ceil, where, in deep 
meditation and prayer, he is preparing him- 
self to meet his Maker and final Judge. He 
is a devout Catholic, and will partake of the 
last sacraments of that church before his 
death. Although the davs of execution have 
been set in the cases of hotovseky, Baber and 
ms, the Supreme Court have not as yet ren- 
dered their decision on the merits of the cases 


usregards the granting of new trials. The 
folowing are the principal points 
of law through which the Gitter- 
ent attorneys interested in the cases 


expect to secure new trials. These points are 
taken 170m an examination of the records of 
the cases, asfiled on briefs in the Court of 
Appeals: 
IN MICHAEL J. KOTOVSKY'S 

case the points made fora new trial are, that 
atthe time of the tiial there existed such an 
unone prejudice againsttthe plea of jinsunity 
us justificution for murder, that the jury,sway- 
ed by this prejueice, returned a verdict un 
wunnted by the evidence in the case. Als, 
that Judge Laughlin erred in not instructing 
for murder in the’ second degree, asthe evi 
dence faised to establish a case of murder in a 
lnger degree. Tune Court of Appeals decided 
that these points were not well taken, but 
hotovsky has not abandoned all hope by any 
means. The sallow, pinehed look he wears, 
und which his tace has assumed siace this 
decision, indicates that he is far from feellng 
easy. Unless the Sumpreme Court says nay he 
wii) hang with Erb, and die in the same faith, 
being a devout Catho.ic. 

A decis’on against him by the Supreme Court 
will be followed by strenuous efforts to secure 
¢xecutive clemency by having his sentence 
commuted to imprisonment for life. 

THADDEUS BARER, 
sentenced for execution on the 23d, as the time 
approuches seems to realize his danger, al- 
though heretofore he has been very sanguine 
of favorable action by the Supreme Court. His 
claims to a new trial are ewboaied in the corm- 
plaint that bis jury drank whisky and visited 
the jail pendiug their verdiet, thereby becom. 
ing so exhilarated that when they visited the 
intl and gazed upon the intellectual mugs of so 
Wwanycnminels the finpression created hada 
pit judicial effect. causing them to bring ia u 
Verdict ervainst the evidence in the case. It 
is also cluimec that tke Circuit Attorney, 
without a particle of right for so dong, 
1efenred in his argument to the tact 
that Baber bad slain two women, whereas he 
was only on trial forthe killingof one Buiuber 
is a Protestant, but it is not at all unlikely that 
he will embrace Catholicism before his execy- 
tion.

colored), sentenced torexecution on he same 
day with Baber,is ready todie having been bap- 
tized and received into the Baptist faith some 
time ago. He appears Carnest and siacere in 
his religious convictions and avoids mostoft 
his fellow prisoners with the exception of 
Ward, through whose means he became a con- 
verted man. The point made in his case for a 
new trial is .that the necessary ingredients 
n e lacking to make it murder in the first 
degree, and that the jury, failinge%te believe it 
acase of selt-defence, bad no evidence for 
bringing in a verdict higher than the second 
degree. 

In the case of 

WILLIAM WARD, 
who killed his sweetheart, no dav of execu- 
tion has been set, as be was granted a general 
stay of execution pending final decision. The 
point made by his attorney, Judge Van Wag 
gone, is that at the trial testimony was intro- 
duced to show that Ward was insane at the 
time of committing the murder, but Judge 
Laughlin failed toinetruct the jury thatif they 
belicved Ward was iusane they must discharge 
hit. This was a fatal error; for, if the jury 
believed Ward insane, they could not discharge 
him, having no instructions to that effeet. 
Taking the Banks case as a precedent, Ward is 
certain of n new Crial. Banks was charged 
with murder in the first degree, and, 
if his testimony was to ve believed, the 
jury could not have found him guilty of 
n higher crime than manslaughter. Bat as 
Judge Laughlin did not instruct for man- 
siavehter, the jury of course could not bring 
ina veidict of that nature. The Supreme 
Court beld that this was error, and remanded 
the esse back to the Criminal! Court. Aceord- 
ing tothis decision, Judge Laughlin baving 
heard testimony as io Ward’ssanity, he should 
have instructed the jury ou that point of law. 
Ward is very religious, aad is prepared to 
meet his fate, whateveritmay be. Should the 
supreme Court decide fagaiust him, they will 
have to allow him thirty Gays to prepare for 
death, during which time the relizious ejement 
wil! work hard to have sentence commuted to 
lite imprisonment. 
CHARLES F. KRING 

is the only oneof the convicted murderers 
who does not expect to die for a long 
time to come and does not fear 
that he willever come within the clutches of 
Sheriff Mason. There are a great man points 
raised in the Kring case, dut the most impor- 
tant me that he was entitled to a change of 
venue on account of the deep-rooted prejudice 
existing against him, aud a plea in bar to the 
charge of murderin the first degree.

southwestern Business—Quick Time. 

On Sunday week the new time card ot the 
Vandalia road goes into effect. The changes 
are very important and everybody will be 
pleased to learn that the time between St. 
Louis and New York is going to be still further 
shortened by this enterprising line. The 
morning train will get in two and a half 
hours quicker and the evening train one hour 
quicker than formerly. Of course the time 
between this city and Indianapolis 
will also be proportionately shortened. 


The schedule has not, been quite completed. 
It was the original intention to change the 
time on Sunday, December li, but it could not 
be tixed up ia time. 

Tre Chicago and Altqh Line is just now ex- 

eriencing à sort of ewigrant boom. In the 
ast tew days several colonies have passed 
west alongthe road. The majoritv of these 
emigrants are going to Kansas, but many of 
them are going straight 
to Southern California, which ap 
pears to be filling up with a 
most desirable class of people. The other 
roads report a marked falling off in emigrant 
travel just at this season of the year, although 
a certain number of emigrants are always pass- 
ing througb. 

All ot the St. Louis delegates are home from 
the meeting of the Northwestern pool in Chi 
cago, and none of them seem to be overiy well 
pleased with the results of the meet- 
ing.

A CANDY CONFLICT. 


The Skinner Creditors Quarreling in {Court 
Over Selection of Assignee. 


A conflict among tlie creditors of H. H. Skin“ 
ner, the candy manufacturer, who made an 
assignment a few days since, was ventilated in 
Judge Horner’s court this morning. The ques- 
tion was touching the appointment of an as- 
sigt ee by the court. Mr. Skinner had executed 
a deed to Harris Baldwin, an attorney, who 
figuresasa creditor gfor a mortgage debt of 


5,000, andthe has declined to accept the trust. 

II. II. Russell presented the petition of 
creditors representing an indebtedness of 
$6,549,138, urging the; appointment of H. A. 
Moise as assignee. 

Harris Baldwin objected to the appointment 
on the ground that Moise was the manager of 
the grocery firm Greeley, Burnham 
Co., an attaching creditor. That house 
had sued out an attachment against Skinner 
for $871 the morning of the assignment. It 
was not desirable that a person connected with 
an attaching creditor should be se- 
lected to pass upon the claims or administer 
tbe trust. He, Mr. Baldwin, had a petition of 
creditors representing several thousand dol- 
lars beside hisown claim, recommending to 
the court the appointment of Nathan Frank. 
The assignor was agreeable to the appointment 
of Mr. Frank. 

Mr. Russell said that the Greely-Burnkham 
attachment had been withdrawn. The ap 

ointmentt of Mr. Moise was satisfactory to 

r. Skinner. 

The court thought the assignor was not only 
on the fence but on both sides of the fence. 
(Laughter.) The appointment ofan assignee 
was a matter forthe court alone to determine. 
A conflict was apparent and it was proper to se- 
lecta man who was not interested in any 
particular creditor and who, moreover, was 
thoroughly acquainted with the duties of an 
assignee. Some assignees were constantly 
running to court for advice upon matters 
which should be understood by an officer in 
that relation. Mr. Frank was competent to 
administer the trust and all the creditors 
would be protected by a good bond which 
must be givento-day. Mr. Frank would be 
the court’s selection for assignee. 

The matter being thus disposed of, quite a 
thong of counsel. representing creditors, 
withdrew to discuss the curious features ot 
such & conflict over an estate which itisthought 
will scarceiy rexiize beyond $3,500, although 
tre ussets are quoted at about $6,000. The un- 
secured liabilities amount to about 39, 50“.
